Further investigations uncovered a 
human shape, gilt covered, wearing 
a necklace with flowers tied about

The actual coffin of King Tut- 
ankhamen was covered with gold 
ornamentation of marvelous work- 
manship, but was partly concealed by 
a black, glutenous layer, appearently 
from the funeral libations.
